on the heights above Tyrnavos and are pre- 
paring for a final advance on Larissa. About 
4 o’clock thie afternoon the inhabitants of 
Tyrnavos could be seen abandoning the town 
and retreating in wild confusion along the 
Larissa road. The Greek troops fell back 
in good order and occupied with four bat- 
teries of artillery a low hill between Tyrna- 
vos and Lariese, There they prepared to 
offer further resistance. While they were 
deploying their gune and taking the range 
several battalions of Turkish infantry with 
five batteries of artillery moved slowly 
down the slopes of Miloune Pass toward the 
plain. Their object is to support the force 
of cavalry which is engaged in making a re- 
connaisance, 

Hitherto the ground has been too uneven to 
employ cavalry, but now that we are gain- 
ing the famous plains of Thessaly Turkish 
mounted men will be kept hard at work. 
They are well mounted, keen and eager to 
bear their full share of the defense of their 
country. indeed the spirit of our troops is 
above all reproach. , ' 

Presently our artillery halted, unlimbered, 
and opened fire upon the Greeks, and a vigor- 
ous artillery duel commenced. The spectacle 
was a magnificent one. From the heights 
which seemed to have been expressly de- 
signed to serve as an amphitheater we looked 
down upo® the battle raging at our fect, and 
were close to Marshal Edhem Pasha and his 
staff, while in all directions the hills were 
crowded with Turkish soldiers gazing wist- 
fully at the fight. The Marshal and his offi- 
cers were of the opinion that Larissa had 
been virtually taken now that Milouna lass 
was in the hands of their men. Edhem’s 
plans have hitherto been crowned with com- 
plete success. 

Below us were serpentine lines of bayonets 
glinting in the bright sun and standing out 
from the deep green of the plains and the 
dull brown of the bare, rocky hillsides. They 
moved with even cadence towards Tyrnavos. 
From the mouths of the guns in action below 
came jets of fire and spurts of white smoke 
or gray dust, as the recoil of the weapons 
tore up the ground. Here and there shells 
were bursting. Few reached our men, as the 
distance was too great, and we suffered but 
little, though I saw a few men knocked over 
by bursting shrapnel and there were several 
very narrow ehaves. 

More than once a shell exploded within a 
few yards of our regiments without doing 
any harm, but splinters and shrapnel bullets 
must have come uncomfortably near, The 
hill from which the Greeks are firing lies 
about half way between this place and 
Larissa... Soon a Turkish battery limbered 
up. Finding that the shells dropped short, 
they moved forward. When it reopened its 
first fire was better directed than that of 
the Greeks, but against their superior 
strength it seemed to effect little. Our in- 


-fantry gave support, and commenced a furi- 


ous fire, to which the Greeks replied. 

The aim of Edhem is not as yet to fight a 
decisive battle. He has gained a strategic 
success of the utmost importance by hold- 
ing the Greeks in front while in lines parallel 
to our advance his other columns move for- 
ward by Damasi on Tyrnavos. 

He has also ascertained the. strength of 
the Greeks, Our tropps are now fast con- 
verging on Tyrnavos, and we shall probably 
occupy the town tonight. From the position 
which we now occupy I can see Larissa, with 
its white houses enshrouded in green 
trees and glistening in the sun. As I ride 
forward what looks like a serious battle is 
opening." The Greeks are bringing up artil- 
lery and infantry, and the roar of the fire 
is swelling up from the plain below. Our

Throughout yesterday afternoon an artil- 
lery duel between the Turks and the Greeks 
proceeded at a distance of two miles. Mean- 
while Greek reinforcements had beén pour- 
ing over the bridge beyond the town to this 
side of the River Xerias. The Turks at that 
time had carried several Greek positions 
on the heights about Tyrnavos, but the town 
and a small hill on this side were still in the 
hands of the Greeks. 

Edhem Pasha, the Turkish Commander- 
in-Chief, continues to show great military 
talent and his plans work like machines. 

Yesterday’’ advance of the Turkish troops 
across the plain was a splendid spectacle. 
At our feet was the road into Greece which 
winds away from the mountains, and from 
the mountains long lines @f troops were de- 
scending lke great serpents. The Turkish 
soldiers were all singing patriotic songs and 
shouting war cries, 

During the night the Greeks strongly for- 
tified the positions they occupied on top of 
the Kritiri Hill and the battle began again 
at dawn, There was very heavy fighting 
from the first. The Greeks endeavored to 
take by storm a Turkish®*position on the hill 
opposite the entrance of the ravine, but were 
repulsed on each occasion with tremendous 
loss. The engagement is still proceeding as 
this dispatch is sent. The Turks have a 
strong reserve force ready fo be brought 
into action if needed. 

During yesterday’s fighting a Turkish Gen- 
eral of Brigade was killed. 

The combat today was over the same 
ground as yesterday’s fighting. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press 
from here can see the movements of the ene- 
my on the plain. The whole of Thesealy is 
spread out like a map below. Clouds of dust 
show every movement of the Greek troops.

The enthusiasm of the Turks is 
tremendous and the aide-de-camp who gal- 
lop with instructions to the commanders re- 
main with the troops and take part in the 
combat. 

{Evening—Delayed in transmission.}— 
Everywhere among the Turkish troope 
there is the same enthusiasm. Yesterday 
two Albanian regiments, having driven the 
Greeks from their position, pursued them 
to a little spur of a mountain overlooking 
the plains. The pursuit was against the 
orders of the officers. It was impossible to 
restrain them. They still hold the spur, 
declaring that it is tmpossible for a Turk- 
ish soldier to retreat. 

Nechat’s division has now. been fighting 
for five days, but the more his soldiers fight 
the more they want to ight. Nechat Pasha 
is a commander of great skill. He knows 
this country perfectly, having done serv- 
ice on. the frontier in 1886, when he sur- 
rounded and captured a whole Greek bat- 
talion. 

Military reasons prevent the correspondent 
of the Associated Préss from describing 
the Turkish plan of attack upon the plain 
until the attack begins, but it je evident 
that the Greeks will be at a great disadvan- 
tage.

Apex of a Military Triangte. 


Larissa has become the apex of a military 
triangle, of which the Greeks, holding Da- 
masi under Gen. Smolenski, form the north- 
western and the fleet attacking Platamona 
and threatening Salonica the northeastern 
angles. 

The Turks seem to be slowly pushing their 
way into a cul de sac. Conceding that they 
will break the Greek center and reach La- 
rissa, their rear and c munications are 
constantly menaced and cannot be kept 
open indefinitely. 

It is learned that the Athens and Larissa 
railroad has been completed. While the roll- 
ing stock has not been put im motion, it can 
be eastly supplied from the Peloponnesus. 
This gives the Greeks another and decided 
advantage in pushing forces to the front, 

A lull of several days may now be ex- 
pected in the Larisse campaign. ‘Che urgent 
appeals of Edhem Pasha for reinf 
and the disgrace at-Const of Izzet 
Pasha for suppressing unfavorable tele- 
grams from the front confirm this view. 

The Greeks have confronted the Turks 
with heroic intrepidity directed by able gen- 
eralship. Although the Greeks have been 
successful thus far in holding the Turks 
back from Larissa, it must be remembered 
that Larissa is incidental and not vital to 
the Greek plan of campaign. 


Greeke Advanctmg in Epirus. 

In Epirus the Greeks have steadily ad- 
vanced. They continue their march toward 
Janina, making progress every day. Pre- 
vesa, s0 familiar for ite heroic defenses, is 
cut off. The warships continue to pound 
its crumbling ruins, although heavy seas 
have delayed operations of the fleet.. The 
beleaguered Turks reply as best they may. 

During the lull in the fighting the Turks 
will try to forward reinforcements. Their 
army consists of seven corps of 50,000 men 
each. Those immediately available are the 
divisions stationed at Monastir, Adrianople, 
and the frontier division, holding the Mace- 
donian and Bulgarian .. Bections 
of these could be mobilized on the scene of 
action within two weeks. The Turks would 
then- have an effective force of more than 
100,000 men in Thessaly. But the Bulgarian 
complication will make it necessary to keep 
that frontier heavily Greek rein- 
forcements are being brought forward with 
great speed, and, having a shorter distance 
to move, will be first in the field, 


At the Pasa of Thermopylaec.

BREAK AT PROMISED LAND IS SERIOUS 


Great Suffering in the Bogue Phalia 
Country—Five Hundred Negroes 
Starving on a Railroad Grade. 


Memphis, April 22.—The break at FProm- 
ised Land, in Issaquena County, Miss., is re- 
ported to be more serious than at first sup- 
posed. The crevasse has widened consid- 
erably since last night, and the water is 
pouring through in great. volume. Many 
places heretofore high and dry are being in- 
undated, and the water is rising hourly. 
There is much destitution existing in the 
Bogue Phalia country, principally among 
the poorer class of negroes, and a call for 
immediate aid has been issued. 

The situation south of Vicksburg remains 
practically unchanged. No new breaks in 
the levees are reported, but a strict sur- 
velllance of the embankments is being kept 
both day and night.

Greenvilic, Miss., April 22.—Dr. J. B.

They have no tents and their 
only shelter is a patchwork of rags, 
stretched on poles and walled in with cross- 
ties. The grade is cut through by the 
water above and below them, and they are 
literally surrounded by an ocean of water 
from twenty to twenty-five feet deep. 

New Orleans, La., April 22.—Several bad 
places have developed in the local levees 
and prompt work was required to make 
them secure. There is more feared from 
breaks above than from injury to the local 
line, and the entire protection levee between 
the river and the lake will be raised and 
strengthened, work beginning in the morn- 
ing. The city has been divided up into dis- 
tricts, each district supplied with a respons!i- 
ble superintendent and a large force and 
ample material, and work is going ahead 
rapidly.

Passenger on Steamer from Colon De- 
tained at Quarantine and Dies 
ef the Disease. 


New York, April 22. — [(Special.] — When 
the Panama railroad steamer Finance, from 


Colon, arrived at quarantine this morning 


Dr. Doty, the health physician, found Otis 
BE. Bullock of Haverhill, Mass., one of the 
passengers, ill with intermittent fever. 

Yellow-fever cases have been reported re- 
cently from Colon, and Dr. Doty was sus- 
picious the young man’s malady might not 
be so mild a disease as the ship’s surgeon 
had di ed, 

Mr. Bullock was transferred at once to a 
quarantine steamer and taken to Swin- 
burne Island. The ship was then thorough- 
ly fumigated and disinfected. 

Mr. Bullock’s tllness in the meantime had 
become desperate. He died within an hour 
after being transferred to the pest hospital 
on Swinburne Island. 

Dr. Doty performed~an autopsy immedi- 
ately and his worst suspicions as to the 
nature of the disease were confirmed. It 
was a case of the most malignant descrip- 
tion of yellow-fever. 

The body is to be cremated tomorrow. 

Dr. Doty said tonight he had no fear of 
any spread of the disease, as everything Had 
been done to prevent contagion. The victim

PRIZE FIGHT TALK ENDS IN KILLING. 


R. BE. Keating Strikes R. Lee Collins 
with a Club and the Latter Dies 
Next Day. 


A debate, practically illustrated with fisti- 
cuffs, over the relative merits of the prin- 
cipals~-in the 
fight led to the death of R. Lee Collins at the 
County Hospital yesterday and to the ho!d- 
ing of R. E. Keating to the grand jury with- 
,out. bail for having struck Collins the fatal 
’ blow. 

The two men were in H. B. Evans’ saloon, 
No. 138 Colorado avenue, Wednesday after- 
noon, When the discussion arose. Keating 
praised Corbett till Collins interrupted him 
with compliments of the Australian, and 
then a general fight broke out. After the 
mélée Keating went behind the bar to wash 
his face The witnesses at the Coroner's 
inquest testified that as he was stooping 
over Collins tried to strike him again and 
that Keating then picked up a short club 
and dealt Collins a blow on the head which 
knocked him down. He did not lose con- 
sciousness, however, and soon went to his 
home, No. 163 Coloradoavenue. There his 
ecndition grew serious. Dr. W. H. Amerson, 
No. 167 Sacramento avenue, found his skull 
fractured and .ordered him removed to the 
County Hospital, where he died yesterday 
morning. 

Keating was arrested at his home, No. 2 
Gross. Terrace. He told Lieut. Beard he 
struck Collins with a club and the Coroner’s 
jury ordered him held to the grand jury.

SUBSTITUTE FOR TORREY 
RUPTCY MEASURE ADOPTED. 


Eventful Since Congress <Assem~- 
bled—Resolutions of Sympathy with 
Greece Presented—Debate Over Dis- 
organized State of Committees and 
Harsh Criticism of Speaker Reed 
by Senator Morgan. 


—_— 


Washington, D. C.,- April 22.—The session 
of the Senate today was one of the most 
eventful sinee Congress assembled. It 
opened with a proposition for an official ex- 
pression of sympathy to the Greeks in their 
struggle with Turkey. This soon was merged 
into a turbulent debate over the disorganized 
state of the Senate, during which Senator 
Morgan characterized Speaker Reed as the 
“ Great White Filibuster.” Later in the day 
the Nelson bankruptcy bill was passed by 
the decisive vote of 49 to 8. 

The Vote in Detail. 


The vote was as follows:

Mr. Allen of Nebraska offered the veooler 
tion providing that the Chief Executive ex- 
press the sympathy of the American people 
to the Government of Greece. The Senator 
declared that the present contest was one 
between Christianity and paganism. At the 
request of Mr. Davis, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Helations, ‘the resolution 
was referred, Mr. Davis pepmieing speedy 
action. 

The resolution is as tottowe:: ; 

* Resolved, That thé established policy of 
the United States of avoiding entangling al- 

with European: ;powers is ‘in no 
respect yiolated by our sympathizing with 
the Christian people of Greece in their pres- 
‘ent heroic struggle against the advancement 
‘of the Ottoman. Empire; and that, inthe 
judgment of the Senate it would be a recog- 
nition of the wishes of all, for the Executive 
to express to the Government of. Greece 
the sympathy of the American people.”’ 

Mr. Allen supported the resolution by cit- 
ing precedents in which the United States 
had expretsed sympathy for those struggling 
against oppression. He also read from 
manuscript a detailed statement of the af- 
fairs of Crete from early times. 


Criticism of Speaker Reed. 
The debate on Senate committees aroused 
Mr. Morgan toa speech of unusual severity. 
He spoke of “ dictatorships,” of the sub- 
ordination of: public business to politics. 
He characterized the condition of inaction 
in the House of Representatives as “ the 
most gigantic and unheard-of filibuster "’ 
ever attempted. In conclusion.Mr.:Morgan 
said that the Speaker of the House, who 
had been known as the ‘Great White 
Czar,’" should be hereafter known as the 
‘Great White Filibuster.’’ 
Another stirring chapter to the same sub- 
ject was added by Mr. pan who proposed

The bankruptcy bill as passed is the sub- 
stitute framed by Mr. Nelson of Minne- 
sota. The success of-this substitute in dis- 
placing the committee bill was a great sur- 
prise and disappointment to the Judiciary 
committee, which had reported a compre- 
hensive bill known as the Torrey bill. It 
was regarded as a personal triumph of Mr. 
Nelson. 

The Nelson bill as passed provides for 
voluntary and involuntary bankruptcy, but 
‘the theory of its author was t6 free it from 
harshness and make it of substantial bene- 
fit to debtors and creditors. 

The ‘free homestead bill ’’ was made the 
unfinished business of the Senate. A com- 
mittee of fifteen Senators was named to 
participate in the Grant ceremonies. 

On the announcement. of the death of 
Representative Holman the Sénate ad- 
journed as a mark of respect, the adjourn- 
ment being until next Monday. . , 


Provisions of the Nelson Bill. 


The bankruptcy bill passed by the Senate 
today was framed by Senator Nelson of 
Minnesota, and is simple, compared with 
the Torrey bill. The bill provides that any . 
debtor other than a corporation owing $200 
or more, who is unable to pay his debts, may 
file his petition in the District Court of the 
United States, offering to surrender all his 
property for the payment of his debts, ex- 
cept such as is exempt by the law of his 
domicile. The petition shall give a schedule 
of all property exempt and unexempt, and 
of all creditors and the amount and nature 
of the debts, and the petitioner*shall offer 
to surrender all his unexempt property for a 
full discharge from his debts and liabilities. 
The petition shall be heard by the court in 
not less than thirty, dr more than ninety 
days. If the court upholds the pétition. the 
estate is transferred to an “ assignee ” for 
settlement. Creditors can resist the pro- 
ceedings before the court on certain enumer- 
ated grounds of fraud,’ preference to cred- 
‘itors, etc. Preferences four months prior to 
filing bankruptcy petitions are vold, and 
transfers of property within six months are 
void. 

Provision is made for distributing the es- 
tate among creditors... After the settlement 
the court gives a final decree discharging 
the bankrupt from all liabilities to any cred- 
itors described in the schedule who may 
become a party to the proceedings. But 
‘such discharge shall not include any obtiga- 
‘tions which shall have been created in con- 
sequence of his defalcation as a public offi- 
cer or as an executor, administrator, zuar- 
dian, or trustee, or while acting tn any other 
fiduciary capacity nor any debtor obligation 
to any surety of the bankrupt who has paid ,- 
or may pay any such fiduciary debtor any 
part of it, nor any debtor obligation created 
by the obtaining of moneys or property under 
false pretenses.

LABOR ADDRESS TO THE GOVERNMENT 


Memorial to the President, Cabinet, 
and Congress of the United 
States. 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—The follow- 
ing memorial was today presented to the 
President and members of the Cabinet by 
the Executive Council of the Federation of 


r: ' 

“To the President, Cabinet, and Congress 
of the United States of America—Gentlemen: 
Meultitudes of our working people, American 


) citizens, at this hour are suffering humiliat- 


ing . poverty: and countless privatione and 
look to you for speedy relief. Last fall they 
were promised helpful legislation and they 
expect it from you without unmecessary de- 
lay. In no party spirit we appeal to you to 
heed their wants and to promptly meet this 
unparalleled situation in the true spirit of 
American patriotism. 

“ With industry half paralyzed, trade stag- 
nant, values depressed and shrunken, with 


‘enterprise stified and the productive power 
of labor palsied, with our commerce listless 


on the seas, and our immense resources 
blighted, we bid you haste the return of 
- better times,.to inspire confidence and bring 
u@heer and, comfort .to the homes: of ithe’ 


7 fiiuions of. citizens who naw Beek work and 


wages in vain, 

‘In the name of the producers in shop and 
factory, in mill and mine, in the flelds and 
on our lakes and seas, in behalf of the toil- 
ers out of work and of those underpaid, we 
urge on you the necessity of legislative re- 
lief. The destitution among the honest, 
proud, and industrious people of our land, 
though half hidden, is ever increasing and 
hecoming more and more appalling. The 
hopes they had are fast turning to gloomy 
dcspair. 

** Invention, machinery, the subdivision of 
labor, and the. countless labor dispensing 
appliances to cheapen production even in 
the best of times disturb permanency of 
omployment, tend to reduce wages, and in- 
tensify competition in nearly every field of 
labor. Added to this, the unrestricted flow 
of immigration from abroad, the. organiza- 
tion of trusts, the centralization and con- 
centration of capital in the manifold in- 
Gustries all make the existence of the 
workingmen more. hard and precarious. 


, These changing conGitions, unknown in our 
: forefathers’ 


times, must be met; not by 
promises, broken to the hopes, but by sub- 
stantial and remedial ‘legislation at the 
‘hands of Congress 

"We therefore most respectfully memo- 
‘rialize the President, Cabinet, and Congress 
of. the United States for the enactment of 
these measures: 

“1. Amendment to the Federal eight-hour 
law so as to secure its practical enforcement 
on all public works by or for the United 
States Government, whether done by con- 
tract, subcontract, or days’ work. We are 
sternly opposed to the evasions and viola- 
tions of the present eight-hour law by the 
heads of the departments and officials in the 
Federal. service. 

“2. A remodeling of our immigration laws 
so a& to secure an enlarged protection to 
American citizens and their families. 

“8. Reform in the national banking sys- 
tem and in the issuance of the currency of 
the United States so to secure the people 
from the possibilities and disasters of finan- 
‘cial ‘erises. 

“4. Liberal appropriations for govern- 
“ment public works and for the improvement 
‘of rivers and harbors. 

“ By prompt adoption of these relief meas- 
ures at the hands of Congress we firmly be- 
lieve some degree of prosperity may be re- 
stored and the conditions of the people bet- 
tered. We assure you the millions are now 
in. no disposition to be trifled with. They are 
fast. becoming desperate and deep are their 
mutterings of discontent. They desire to 
realize some of the prosperity so freely prom- 
ised. on the stump six months ago. 

“Over three millions of willing workers 
are idle; shall they appeal to you in vain; 
shall the interests of the trusts, syndicates, 
monopolies, corporations, and moneyed men 
f remain of more importance than the wel- 
fare of the toilers? Wetrust not. We still 


“believe the people’s representatives are not 


dead to the public welfare. We ask that they 
vise to the patriotism of this great occasion 
and hasten to bring f to the masses of 
their fellow-citizens.

The Penny Savings committee of the Civic 
Federation yesterday formally launched its 
plan, one feature of which is the encourage- 
ment of thrift among the pupils of the pub- 
lic schools. The submission of the plan to 
the Board of Education was told in Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday. 

The Civic: Federation committee met yes- 
terday at the Metropolitan National Bank, 
elected the Rev. R, A. White Chairman and 
H. H. Gross Secretary, selected the Northern 
Trust Company Bank as its bank of deposit, 
and authorized the necessary forms, books, 
and instructions. Besides Messrs. White 
and Gross the members.of the committee are | 
BE. G. Keith, Franklin MacVeagh, and W.T. 
Baker. 


Rules for Depositors. 


Following are the rules that will be printed 
on the depositors’ cards: 

This card is not transferrable. 

Deposits are made only by attaching our stamps 
to this card. When one card is filled ask for an- 
other. When one card is filled or the sum of all 
the stamps attached amounts to:$1 or more the 
amount may be transferred to a pass-book on de- 
livery of the stamp card at the main office. 

Money can be withdrawn only upon presentation 
and surrender of this cafd at the stamp station 
where the deposits are made, and one week’ s notice 
of intention to withdraw money may be required. 
No sum can be withdrawn less than the amount 
represented by all stamps attached. 

Stamps will be redeemed only when attached 
to a stamp card. 

If this card is lost or destroyed no payment will 
be made then thereon. 

The society is not a savings bank, but only an 
agency fog the deposit of small savings. It is only 
responsible for the deposit of all moneys received 
by it in some trust company, savings bank, or 
other institution duly authorized by. law to re- 
ceive trust funds. 

Every deposit is made and accepted subject to 
the above rules-and conditions. ° 


System in Other Countries. 


Mr. White, being asked for. some facts 
concerning the penny savings systems of 
the world, said: 

* Children’s savings banks have been in 
operation for sixty years, but it is only for 
the last twenty years that they have. at- 
tracted general attention. It took . the 
French to systematige the institution and 
give it a national character. ‘ 

“In 1874 an agent of the French Govern- 
ment went to Austria to study economical 
questions, and found penhy savings banks 
there in the schools. They were not suc- 
cessful, but he thought it was because they 
were not well handled. He introduced the 
scheme into France, and there, by wise man- 
agement, it grew into an invaluable social 
engine. It is sufficient to say that the im- 
mense war indemnity of France was largely 
met by it. 


England Follows France. 


“The success of the scheme in France 
naturally led to its adoption in other coun- 
tries, and in England among the rest, though 
it has never flourished there as it has else+ 
where. 

“There are in England 2;000 school banks 
against 23,000 in France, and each bank is 
isolated from the rest. In 1878 Liverpool, 
with fifty-eight schools, had 17,386 depos- 
itors, and at the énd of ten years there was 


London fifty-nine 

“In Germanhy thee banks have. been gen- 
erally introduced, and were warmly en- 
couraged by Bismarck. 

“In Italy; in consequence. of ‘the quarrel 
between Church and State. over the control 
of the schools, the system, has-taken the 
novel form of street posts that work on the 
cash register plan. A laborer pushes a coin 
in a slot and out comes a dated receipt for 
the amount.” 

“In Brazil the system got an immense 
boom from the abolition.of slavery. The 
children were freed and they. used the penny 
savings system for a means of buying their 
parents out of servitude. 


Movement in America. 

“ The movement was started in this coun- 
try in 1885 by J. H. Thiry, Commissioner of 
Bducation in Long Island City. He first in- 
duced one of his school principals to start 
the ball rolling, and 666 out of 750 pupils in 
the school became depositors. In eighteen 
months the schoo! hed $2,716 on deposit in 
the Long Island City Bank, or $4 on an aver- 
age for each depositor. 

‘“ As soon as this result was published John 
P. Townsend started the movement in New 
York and 8. T. Merrill @ Beloit, Wis. In the 
following year Rutland, Vt., Amsterdam, N. 
Y., and the State of Nebraska opened school 
banks. By 1888 thirty-five schools had 
money on deposit, and the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Y. W. C. A. opened branches, . 


Method for Chicage. _ . 
“The Chicago Penny, Savings ‘Will. not:be 


exclustvely for the benefit of .the- public,|: 


schools, and therefore will-net--be under 
school control. It is one of the charities uf’ 
the Civic Federation, and will be controtied 
and administered by the Penny Bavings 
committee of that organization.” “It will 

perhaps do its greatest business among the 
school children, but also aims at assisting 
the patrons of the Hull House and different 
social settlements. 

“The system we have adopted can be ex- 
plained in a few words. We will sell to 
depositors three kinds of stamps, resembling 
postage stamps, of the denominations of 
1, 5,‘and 10 cents, which will be our receipts 
for these sums, and which we will redeem 
on demand. We will give each depositor a 
eard, which folds on itself twice and in which’ 
the space is marked off In squdres just the 
size of the stamps.

Many Years in Pablic Service. 

William Steele Holman would have passed 
the three-quarter century mark had he lived 
until next September, and his career is re- 
markable for the large proportion of his 
life that was epent in the service of the 
public. No living man, and few men dead 
have a record as he did of sixteen terms 
n the House of Representatives, and in all 
fifty-four years of his life was apent in some 
public capacity, beginning with a judicial 

ition in his native State and winding up 

n the House of Representatives, which he 

first entered in the Thirty-sixth Congress. 
Mr. Holman was @ great force in political 
affairs for many years, and even of late, 
when advancing age made it harder for him 
to meet the more severe demands of his 
place, he was an honored and respected 
counselor in the Democratic party caucuses, 
where,his ripe wisdom and long political 
experience was freely availed of in shaping 
party politics. He was known as the 
“ Watchdog of the Treasury” from the 
policy of strict-economy which he constantly 
ve when in charge of the appropriation 


Born in Indiana. 


Mr. Holman was born in Indiana in the 

country at a little pioneer homestead in 
Dearborn County, then called Verestau, in 
oF eRe 1822. 
/AS he wrote his autoblography for the 
Congressiohal Directory, it is recorded that 
he had a common school education supple- 
mented by a two-years’ course in Franklin 
College, Ind. Then he taught school and 
practiced law until 1843, when, at the age 
of 21 years, he entered the public service as 
Probate Judge. He was Prosecuting Attor- 
ney from 1847 to 1849, and in 1850 he at- 
tended the constitutional convention. The 
following year he entered the Legislature, 
and from 186% to 1856 he was Judge of Com- 
mon Pleas, His Congressional career be- 
gan with the Thirty-sixth Congress, and 
out of the twenty Congresses that have 
elapsed since that time he has been absent 
from only four—namely: the Thirty-ninth, 
Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth, and Fifty-fourth— 
an almost leled record. 

Personally Mr. Holman was of a most 
genial and approachable disposition. He 
was entirely willing to listen to any person 
who called for his assistance, and, although 
often obliged by his sense of duty to resist 
the importunities of his colleagues in favor 
of some measure of vital interest, he always 
did so in such an impersonal manner as to 
take away largely the sting of his refusal. 
In fact, it was one of the strong points of 
Mr. Holman that in his long Congressional 
career he refrained entirely from personali- 
ties and consequently had few personal 
enemies.

i » We ask, does the present 
Legislature get its power to Sicemadas

What legal right has the 
present Legislature to say that a Chicago 
‘atreet railroad company, like Yerkes’ or 
‘Allerton’s, may operate a soad in a certain

yond twenty years ending the summer of 
1903 unless it makes new terms With the 
city for the use of its thorough fares? 

One of the Humphrey bills declares that 
all the ordinances under which the street 
railroad companies are operated “ shall be 
held to be contracts.” If these ordinances 
are already contracts the Legislature can- 
not repeal, Vary, or modify them. If they 
are not contracts the Legislature cannot 


It is clear that the Humphrey boodle 
contemplate the palpable violation of 
undreds of city ordinances under which 
street car companies of Illinois enjoy 
whatever rights they possess to use the 
streets of the cities and towns. 

The people and Council of the City of 
Chicago contend that they cansot be de- 
| prived of the right to say whether the street 
car franchises they have granted for terms, 
still ruuming for between nineteen and six 
years hence, shall be renewed, and, if so, on 
what terms it shall be done. 

The Humphrey boodie bills violate in 
many other respects the existing ordinances, 


‘have a rich alluvial soil. Its rivers are only 
‘navigable for sma)! barges and its products 
‘are unimportant. Its ancient capital was 
Edessa, near Mount Olympus, the home of 
‘the gods, Philip of Macedon transferred 
ithe capital to Pella, near the sea, a locality 
-now utterly deserted. Under the Romans 
Thessalonica, or Salonica, became the prin- 
‘cipal point in Macedonia, and such it re- 
mains today, being admirably situated on

Salonica to Veria, thence marching forty- 
five miles to Alossona, while the remainder 
‘sailed down the Gulf of Sajonica and landed 
‘on the frontier near Mount Olympus. 

No province of BHastern Europe has 
‘been more famous in history than Mace- 
donia. It first appears in the reign of 
Amyntas (500 B. C.) and in that of Alex- 
ander, who reigned at the time of Xerxes’ 
invasion of Greece. From small beginnings 
sprang a great empire, built up by Philip and 
Alexander the Great, which included Mace- 
donia, Greece, Thrace, Asia Minor, Syria, 
Egypt, Mesopotamia, Babylonia, Assyria, 
Armenia in part, Persia, Afghanistan, Belu- 
chistan, Western India, and a large part of 
Central Asia. The empire was divided un- 
der Alexander’s successors, the principal 
divisions being Macedonia, Egypt, Syria, 
Pergamum, Bithynia, Rhodes, and Greek 
States. The empire was conquered by the 
Romans (168 B. ©.) and was divided into 
four districts. Afterwards it was made into 
a province. It was at one time the prey of 
Aloric’s Goths and afterward was largely 
colonized by Slavonians. In the tenth cent- 
ury a large portion of it was absorbed into 
the Bulgarian Monarchy. In the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries it was considerably 
depopulated by the Bmperors of Constanti- 
nople, who, following the practice of that 
_ time, supplied the places of those who left 
from various Asiatic colonies, thus securing 


‘a heterogeneous people more easy to gov- 


ern. After the partition of the Dastern 
Empire, following the fall of Constantino- 
ple, Macedonia was assigned to Boniface, 
who ruled as King of Saloniki. In the thir- 
teenth century it passed into the hands of 
the Epirian, Theodorus, who founded the 
Greek Empire of Thessalonica. In the four- 
teenth century it passed under the power of 
the Servians, but before the middle of the 
next century the Turks acquired it and have 
held it ever since. 

Now the Turks have swept down from Sa- 
loni¢a, and, forcing their way through the 
mountain passes of Macedonia'’s southern 
frontier, have invaded Greek soil, while the 
Greeks, fighting their way northward from 
Larissa, have invaded Turkish soil and are 
menacing Alossona. That the latter will 
maintain their position, however, is a matter 
of extreme doubt. Larissa once taken, the 
forward movement of the victorious Turks 
menacing Athens, or the demand of the 
powers that the invasion shall go no further 
may cause the return of the Grecks to their 
own territory, either to defend their capital 
or to submit to the humiliation of withdraw- 
ing their forces from Crete, leaving the af- 
fairs of that unfortunate island to be set 
tled by the powers. 


HOW CHICAGO ‘FELL INTO THE HANDS 
OF THE DOGGERY-KEEPERS. 
Many of Tue Tripunn’s exchanges can- 
not quite understand how a progressive 
and reform city as Chicago has claimed to 
be could deliberately vote at the recent 
election to turn over its municipal govern- 
ment, or at’ least the great Legisiature of 
it, to the doggery-keepers.

HUMPHREY BILLS IN THE HOUSE. 

Yesterday Representative Balley of 
Danville moved to take up the franchise 
extension Humphrey bill out of its order 
so it might be read the first time and sent’ 
to a committee. 

Mr, Bailey is not a friend of this measure. 


‘He moved to expedite it so that it may get 


before the House sooner and be killed. He 
does not want it and the commission bill 
held back and used as a club to dragoon the 
friends of other measures into voting for 
the offensive bills to save their own. 

The scheme of the supporters of the 
Humphrey bills is to play a waiting game. 
They propose to hold up all other legislation 
until they can get by trading and by bribery 
the requisite number of votes. Then they 
will be ready to “ push things along.”

THE “EXPERT” ABUSE. 

During the hat two years fifteen persons 
have been paid $35,000 for services as 
“experts” in condemnation cages. That 
is, it was their business to swear down the 
value of property which it was desired to 
condemn and swear up the benefits which 
adjoining property would receive. 

Eleven men got all but $600 of the money. 
There is not one of them whose services 
were worth a tenth of what he was paid for 
them. Most of these men are political pets, 
who were called “ real estate experte” in 
order to give them a chance to make more 
money than they could make when working 
for themselves. 

This jobbery is disereditable to Mr. Adair, 
who was the special assessment attorney, 
and to all who knew it was going on and did 
not interfere to etopit. Is it surprising that 
there is so much complaint about the special 
assessment system when the property-own- 
ers, who have to foot the bills, are bled as 
they bave been? 

This $35,000 worth of “expert” testi- 
mony was not worth a bawbee. It was 
bought as medical “ expert” testimony is 
bought nowadays. The juries knew it was 
bought and they paid no more attention te 
it than to the hired testimony given on the 
other side. The city can get all the wit- 
nesses it needs in these condemnation cases 
without paying more than the regular 
statutory fes. 


OTHER CITIES MORE FORTUNATE. 

The people of the City of In polis, a 
city of 200,000 inhabitants, are paying three 
cents for their street car rides. So are the 
residents of Detroit, with a population of a 
quarter of a miltion, So are the people of 
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road companies to charge five cents for 
fifty years in defiance of the cities whose 
streets they use, and to call that outrageous 
permit'a “contract”? ‘A contract with 
whom? 

The rates of common carriers, and. street 
car companies are such, must be “ reason- 
able.” The people are entitled to such 
rates. No Legislature can tie the hands of 
its successors so they cannot give the peo- 
ple reasonable rates for car conveyance in 
their streets.
